smaller gunboats ; 100 first-class torpedo boats 
andanample force of transports and dis- 
patch boats. In addition to this great ar- 
ray there are at least nine merchant steam- 
ers of more than 3.000 tons on the aux-

After 
Mrs. Hotson had gone Mrs. Fitts told her that 
Laura’s companion was Mrs. Jennings.’’ 
When asked if she identified the defendant 
Mrs. Hotson as the woman who brought 
Laura home, she replied with an emphatic 
es. 

Mrs. Ruth Hurst of 211 Chestnut street was 
next called. She testified that Mrs. 
Hotson had paid her a visit on the 
morning that Laura Fitts had been 
brought home and had told her that she had 
a lady at her house the night before who was 
very sick. She paid her another visit 
Feb. 2, and then informed her 
that Laura Fitts had not died because of 
what she had done to her, but as the result 
of the doctor’s operation. 

The attorneys for the prosecution then an- 
nounced that the evidence for the State was 
all in, and the court adjourned until.pecclock 
to-morrow afternoon, when the examination 
of witnesses for the defense will be com- 
menced. 

TWO REMARKABLE OUTBURSTS. 

The largest crowd yet witnessed during the 
progress of the case was presert in the Court 
of Criminal Correction yesterday afternoon, 
when the preliminary hearing of George W. 
Dashman and Midwife Louise Hotson was re- 
sumed at 2 0’clock. The proportion of women 
was also greater, it being understood that 
the medical testimony was practically com- 
pleted, and that the story accompanying the 
sad death of Laura Fitts would form the mo- 
tive for all the evidence now to be heard. 

The intensity of public interest in the case 
was shown by twoofthe most remarkable 
outbursts from an audience ever heard in a 
court-room. Both occurred during the cross- 
examination of Miss Edith Hinman, the 
young lady cashier at the store of MacDonald 
Bros., where Dashman was employed at the 
time of Laura Fitts’ death. The pretty wit- 
ness appeared to have won the sympathy of 
the spectators to an unusual degree, and 
their applause was occasioned by Gov. John- 
son*s chivalrous determination to shield her 
from an intimidating cross-examination. 

Miss Hinman took the stand shortly after 2 
o’clock. She testified that she was now em- 
ployed at the Fuch’s millinary establishment, 
— before and after Jan. 28, she had

ing seen her ut the store, where the midwife 
came to see Dashman. The last visit had 
been made afew days prior to Laura Fitts’ 
death. A lamb’s wool robe had been wrapped 
up by Dashman and ordered sent to Mrs. 
L. Hotson, 2305 Market street. Dashman 
subsequently paid for the robe,in two pay- 
ments of $8.50 each. Witness also knew Laura 
Fitts, who was in the hAbit of visiting Dash- 
man two or threetimes aweek. The last 
time Laura Fitts called she appeared to be 
very angry. 2 

Witness saw old Mr. Fitts when he called 
on Dashman Thursday, Jan. 29, to ascertain 
Laura’s whereabouts. The conversation be- 
tween the two was repeated. It was in try- 
ing to locate the hour at which Mr, Fitts 
called that Attorney Bass, for Dashman, 
aroused Gov. Johnson’s indignation. Mr. 
Bass asked at what hour the visit was made, 
and appeared not to hear the reply. He re- 
peated the question several times in very 
loud tones, and the witness burst into tears. 
Gov. Johnson appealed to the court for her 
protection and the entire court-room burst 
out into loud and vociferous applause. 
The deputies had great difficulty 
in silencing the spectators, and at 
a repetition of the scene several 
moments later two or three spectators were 
ejected fromthe room. Still later, during 
the cross-examination of Dr. A. V. L. Bro- 
kaw, the applause was repeated, and one 
John O’Rourke was arrested and held for 
“ontempt of court, Miss Hinman testified as 
to an interview she had given a Post-DIsPaTcH 
reporter some time agoasto her knowledge 
of facts bearingon the case. She said she 
had been interviewed by reporters for all the 
local papers, but that none of them except 
the Post-DIsPaTou had gotten any informa- 
tion from her. She told on the witness stand 
practically the same story as has already 
been published in the Post-DIsPaTcH’ 

DR. BROKAW RECALLED. 

Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw was recalled by Mar- 
shall McDonald for cross- examination, and 
testified as to his authority for performing the 
surgical operation on Laura Fitts. The point 
involved was that made by the writings of 
Dr. Joseph Price of Philadelphia on the sub- 
ject, and the evidence was ot a purely pro- 
fessional and expert nature. It was marked 
by a wide difference of opinion between coun- 
sel and witness as to what Dr. Price had 
written. Witness was instructed to produce 
certain portions of the organs removed from 
the girl’s body, which he stated he had pre- 
served. 

MRS. FARRELL ON THE STAND. 

Mrs. Ellen Farrell of 1700 Chestnut street, 
testified that there was no party at her house 
on the night of Wednesday, Jan. 28, and that 
Laura Fitts had not been there. She told of 
a visit from Dashman the dayafter Laura’s 
death, and of seeing him afterwards at a

Russia Will Not Be Permitted to Occupy 


Bulgaria. 


THE TWO KAISERS PREPARING . TO 
THWART THE CZAR’S DESIGNS. 


j Rumors of War Between Hayti and San 


Domingo—Death of Ear} Granville— 
Islanders in Revolt—Bismarck’s Birth- 
day—Current London Topies—Berlin 
Notes—Events in Europe. 


BERiixn, March 81.—The Austrian AmDassa- 
dor had a long audience with the Kaiser to- 
day.. The subject was understood to be the 
situation in Bulgaria. Itis said that Austria 
wii] use force to prevent Russian occupancy 
of Bulgaria, aud the question is whether Ger- 
many will assist, provided the Austrian do- 
minions are not invaded by Russia. The news 
from St. Petersburg, and especially the tone 
ofthe Russian press, is looked upon as a 
menace and justifying in advance such action 
as Russia may take. 

An informal conference of members of the 
Triple Alliance will be held at Bucharest on 
the occasion of the anniversary of King 
Charles’ accession tothe Roumanian throne. 
The kaisers both of Germany and Austria 
and the King of Italy have been invited as 
guests to the celebration, which is designed 
to be on a most magnificent scale. Francis 
Joseph has promised to be present, but the 
German Kaiser will probably de repre- 
sented by one of his leading and con- 
fidential officers, although he may conclude 
to go in person. At any rate the sov- 
ereigns of the Triple Alliance will spare no 
effort to prove their friendship for the Rou- 
manians and hold that State totheir side in 


condition of defense, having nearly com- 
pleteda series of formidable fortifications 
along the Russian frontier,and baving an 
army that is far from contemptible. M. 
Khitrovo, the Russian Minister at Bu- 
charest, is sus pected of having 
had a share in the plot to assassinate Stam 

buloff, as he was proven to have had inthe 
Panitga conspiracy, and should evidence be 
obtained of his complicity in the late tragedy 
his recall will be demanded by Roumania. 
Bulgaria has requested the Servian authori- 
ties to search for some of the murderers who 
are supposed to have taken refuge in that 
Kingdom. 

A dispatch from Vienna says that 850 Bul- 
garian refugees, armed with Russian Bordan 
rifies, were waiting in towns on the Servian 
frontier to march to Sofia in the event of the 
success of the Bendereff plot to murder 
Stambulof. 

The Bulgarian Government has offered a 
reward of $5,000 for the apprehension of the 
murderers of the late Minister of Finance, M. 
Beltcheff, and has granted a pension for life 
to the murdered man’s widow. 


BISMARCK’S BIRTHDAY. 


DELEGATIONS GOING TO FRIEDRICHSRUHE— 
HOLIDAY REJOICING—BERLIN NOTES. 

BEeRuiIn, March 81.—Primce Bismarck will 
spend his birthday to-morrow at. Friedrichs- 
rane, with his family, and there recefve the 
delegations from Berlin and other partsof 
Germany. A committee ofthe German In- 
dustrials representing the manufacturing in- 
terests of Germany, leaves this evening for 
Friedrichsruhe to present the Chancellor 
with a magnificent service of silver, and es- 
pecially designed to commemorate his 
efforts in behalf of the native indus- 
tries of the empire. The municipality 
of Benin has voted a cordial address, and 
business men generally have agreed to cele- 
brate the occasion as one of holiday rejoic- 
ing. The Kaiser is at Stettin to-day inspect- 
ing the war vessels in course of construction, 
and goes thence to Altoona, where possibly 
he may meet Prince Bismarck. 

RAISING THE FARE. 

Ata meeting at Dusseldorf of representa- 
tives of all the German steamship com- 
panies engaged in carrying emigrants to the 
United States it was decided to raise the 
price of steerage fares to America 10 marks, 
about . 50, over the present rate. The in- 
crease will go into effect on the Ist of April. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


THE JACKSON ABDUCTION CASE—EARL GRAN- 
VILLE—NIHILISTS IN LONDON, 

Lowpown, March $1.—A committee headed by 
Bishop Roberts is circulating an appeal for 
funds in order to carry the Clitheroe case to 
the House of Lords. The committee’s appeal 
asserts that it isin the interests of religion 
and morality that this final appeal should be 
made. The Clitheroe case it will be remem- 
bered consisted in the abduction by her own 
husband of a Mrs. Jackson, a wealthy 
lady, whose relatives had per- 
suaded her not to live with 
her husband. The Court of Appeals 
recently decided that the husband could not 
compell his wife to live with him and ordered 
her to be allowed to choose ber own residence. 
The contention of counsel for the husband 
was that a husband was virtually the owner 
of his wife and that therefore he was justified 
in abducting her and in compelling her to re- 
side with him. 

NIHILISTS IN LONDON. 

London is now the home of the greatest of 
the Russian Nihilists, who have been coming 
here ever since they were refused shelter in 
Switzerland. St. Petersburg papers say that 
these men are ‘‘working’’ the English press, 
being responsible for the stories lately print- 
ed concerning cruelty to Russian subjects.

MINERS’ CONFERENCE.

There were 99 dele- 
gates, representing 909,167 miners. England 
sent 41 delegates, Germany 19, Bohemia 1 
(representing 100,000 mine workers), Belgium 
15 and France 23. 

Mr. Phillip, Secretary of the Labor Ex- 
change, welcomed the delegates in a speech 
in which he sought to impress upon them the 
important results which might be the out- 
come of their deliberations. 


THE LATE PRINCE NAPOLEON. 

Paris, March 31.—By a decision of the Arch- 
bishop of Paris no special religious services 
will be held at the Church of St. Augustine for 
the repose of the soul of the late Prince Na- 
poleon. The Archbishop is said to have acted 
on a hint from the Vatican, who principally 
feared that such a ceremony would be given 
a political rather than a religious interpreta- 
tion. All masses said at the church in ques- 
tion this morning were for the repose of the 
soul of the Prince. 


ISLANDERS IN REVOLT. 
ZANZIBAR, March 381.—A revolution has 
broken out in one of the Comora 
Islands, which are ruled by Arab 
princes under French protection. The 
center of the disturbance is on the 
Island of Anjouan, wherethe natives rose at 
the death of the Sultan, Abdullah, armed 
themselves ana spread over the country, pil- 
laging far and wide, and massacreing 300 per- 
sons. French warships now in the Indian 
Ocean have been ordered to proceed to the 
island to quell the revolt. 


RUMORS OF WAR IN Harri. 

NEw YORK, March 31.—A dispatch received 
in this city states that rumors of war between 
Hayti and San Domingo are current. The old 
dispute, the boundary line question, is the 
cause of the strained relations of the two 
countries. The Dominican representative at 
Port au Prince has been recalled and diplo- 
matic intercourse has ceased.

The Crime of Which Mrs. Nora McKee 


Stands Accused. 


A STRONG ARRAY OF FACTS IN THE ROME 
POISONING CASE, 


The Statement of Mrs. Deits, Who Claims 
to Have Received the Prisoner’s Con- 
fession—Motive for the Deed— Watching 
by the Bedside of the Dying Woman— 
Crimes. 


Rome, Ga., March 31.—In the trial of Mrs. 
Nora McKee for the murder of her friend and 
neighbor, Mrs. -Wimple, the strongest testi- 
mony on the part of the prosecution is the 
statement of Mrs. Deits, which was given to 
the State this morning. Mrs. Deits says on 
Sept. 22 Mrs. McKee prepared a plate of 
canned peaches and sent them to Mrs. Wim 
pel who ate them and immediately was taken 
Il and remained sick for sometime. Mrs. 
McKee and Mrs. Deits were her attendants. 

On the night of Sept. 2% Mrs. Wimpel grew. 
worse. Mr. Wimpel, Mrs. McKee, Mrs. Deits 
and Mrs. Pouncey were with her. Early in 
the might Mrs. McKee prevailed upon Mrs. 
Wimpel to retire. Mrs. Pouncey was then 
prevailed upon to leave the sick room. She 
instructed those remaining to prepare an 
egg-nogg for Mrs. Wimpel. Of that egg 
nogg Mrs. Deits says: ‘‘After midnight Mrs. 
McKee prepared the egg-nhogg, assisted by 
myself. She gave the whites of the eggs to 
me to beat, while she prepared the rest. We 
were in the kitchen and she asked me to go 
into the dining-room, which I did, being fol- 
lowed in about a minute by her with the light 
and nogg. Mrs. Wimpel took the egg-nogg 
and tasted only a teaspoonful. She refused 
to take any more, as she said it did not taste 
right. Mrs. McKee urged her to drink it, 
Saying it was all right, but as 
she still refused Mrs. McKee said: 
‘Well, we will make you another.’ 

The second was prepared in the same 
way, and I was again asked to go out of the 
room. This aroused my suspicions very 
much, DutI left. Mrs. Wimpel tasted it and 
said she could not drink it because it tasted 
the same as the other. She said: ‘You and 
Mrs. Deits can drink it.’ Tothis Mrs. McKee 
replied: ‘Oh, wecan’t drink it on an empty 
stomach; it would make us sick... 

AFTER THE TIN BOX. 

On returning to the room on the night in 
question Mrs. McKee was very attentive to 
Mrs. Wimpel, persuading her to turn her face 
to the wall so that the light would not shine 
inher eyes. She then turned her attention 
to Mrs. Deits. She succeeded in persuading 
Mrs. Deits to try and get some sleep. Mrs. 
McKee then threw herself upon the bed, and 
soon everything about the room seemed in 
repose except the Diack-eyed young woman 
who was casting furtive glances now 
and then at the wardrobe which 
contained the tin box in 
which were notes for a sum of money, which 
Mrs. McKee owed the sick woman and which 
was overdue. Mrs. McKee arose and step- 
ping to the wardrobe pulledithe door open. It 
creaked and she stopped and looked at the 
bed. The town clock struck 8, but neither of 
the women on the bed moved. The door 
quickly opened and the tin box that held the 
notes were taken out. It was the work of 
only a moment to place the box ina box for 
firewood and throw a shawl over it. Having 
accomplished her purpose, she threw herself 
upon the bed. Mrs. Wimpel had shown Mrs. 
McKee the note box in the wardrobe and 
from what followed it seemed that she was 
asleep when Mrs. McKee opened the ward- 
robe, About daylight she asked Mrs. Deits to 
bulid up the fire, and on goingto the wood- 
box Mrs. Deits felt something cold among the 
bits of wood. Assoon as-the fire had been 
built Mrs. Wimpel awoke. Mrs. McKee asked 
to go home to breakfast. Mrs. McKee gath- 
ered up her shawl and the tin box from the 
wood boxand went out. Mrs. Wimpel asked 
Mrs. Diets if Mrs. Mckee had not been in her 
wardrobe and asked her to see if her tin box 
was stillthere. The box was gone, and then 
Mrs. Diets remembered the wood box. On 
making an examination of the shaw! and 
what was under it, Mrs. McKee was charged 
with taking the box. Atfirst she denied it, 
but upon being pressed she produced it, the 
lock battered and ruined where she had 
attempted to open it. She said she 
thought Mrs. Wimpel was going, to 
die that night, 80 she took 
the box to get a paper of hers. The box be- 
ing opened, the contents of the box were 
found to be undisturbed, Mrs. McKee having 
failed to open it. Mrs, McKee disappeared 
and Mrs. Wimpel continued to grow worse. 
Mrs. Deits wenttwo or three times to Mrs. 
McKee’s house and knocked, but fauled to 
arouse any one. Late one afternoon Mrs. 
Deits saw Mrs. McKee’s cook and she fol- 
lowed her and asked where Mrs. McKee was. 
The cook said she did not Know, and Mrs. 
Deits started home again. Before she reached 
the gate, however, the cook came to the door 
and called her back.

HIS LIFE WRECKED. 


Millionaire Potter of Ohicago Charged 
With Conspiracy. 

Cuicaco, III., Maren 381.—Charges of a 
highly sensational character are made in a 
suit for $100,000 damages begun in the Circuit 
Court this morning. The plaintiff is Bugene 
Dunnivant, formerly a newsboy, whoclaims 
that his life has been wrecked as the result of 
aconspiracy between Orin W. Potter, the 
millionaire President of the Illinois Steel Co., 
and Tom Fox, James Hutchins and Frank 
Allen, who are also made defendants. It 
is alleged that a deep plot was laid 
by Mr. Potter to break np an 
acquaintance between his daughter, a beau- 
tiful and accomplished girl, and Dunnivant, 
and with this end in view the plaintiff’ claims 
that he has innocently been made to serve 
four years in the penitentiary. The charge is 
also made that the then editor of a newspaper 
in Chicago suppressed the boy’s story on re- 
ceiving $15,000 from Mr. Potter. It may be 
added, however, in this connection that any 
paper would have procured and published 
the story, which created a decided sensation 


that in April, 1985, he was a poor boy 16 years 
of age, and was then engaged in selling news- 
papers in the district in which the Potter 
mansion is situatea. While pursuing this 
vocation he made the acquaintance of Miss 
Potter. This acquaintance ripened into 
friendship and centinued until the occurrence 
of the events complained of. The acquaint- 
ance between the young people was distaste- 
ful to the girls’ father, Dunnivant alleges, and 
in order to break it up Mr. Potter and 
paid Capt. O’Donneil of the police of t dis- 
trict to prosecute the plaintiff, with the re- 
sult that he was driven away trom that 
neighborhood and out of business. 5 

May 15, 1885, at the invitation of Miss Potter, 
Eugene alleges, he went to visit her at Ge- 
neva Lake, Wis., where she was then living 
with her parents at their summer residence. 
While there Tom Fox, a colored coachman 
for the family, and James Hutchins, son-in- 
law of Mr. Potter, itis alleged, forcibly car- 
ried him toa place of confinement, where he 
was kept for two nights, after which he was 
released and told to leave thecountry. In 
November, 1886, Eugene says, he was induced 
to accompany Frank Allen to South Chicago. 
Allen had a confederate who was dressed 80 
as to personate plaintiff. Some clothing was 
stolen presumably by Allen and his confed- 
erate, and Allen was arrested. 

INDICTED FOR BURGLARY. 

As a part of the scheme to send plaintiff to 
the penitentiary, it is alleged that Allen ac- 
cused plaintiff of theft and caused his arrest, 
He and Allen were jointly indicted for bur- 
glary. At the trial in January, 1887, the 
daughter of Mrs. Potter; knowing her lover’s 
innocence, is said to have employed counsel 
to defend him. Dunnivant was convicted 
and sentenced to four years’ imprisonment in 
the penitentiary, while Allen got off with a 
brief term in the House of Correction. Dun- 
mivant served his term in the penitentiary at 
hard labor, with the result that his health 
was broken completely, leaving him a physi- 
cal wreck ; hence this suit.

THE DAY AT LITTLE ROCK.

ORUELLY RUN DOWN 
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Miss Helen Field’s Fate on the Scene of 
the Tovell Accident. 


THE DRIVER DASHES AWAY AND MAKES 
HIS ESCAPE. 


An Aocident Last Evening Which Has 
Many Features Similar to That Which 
Befell the School Teacher—A Fatal 
Crossing—Oapt. W. ©. Adams Run 
Over and Killed, 


The Miss Tovell horror, the story of which, 
ending in the pitiable death of the young lady 
victim at the City Hospital, touched the peo- 
ple of the entire city some months ago, came 
perilously near being repeated yesterday af- 
ternoon. Every element of the criminal 
accident that resulted in Miss Augusta 
Tovell’s awful breaking on the wheel’’ was 
present, and it was only by the merest 
chance that a second tragedy was 
not recorded in strange parallel with the 
Killing of that estimable young school 
teacher. The reckless driving of a spirited 
horse along a popular thoroughfare, the sua- 
den plunge upon a lady crossing the street, 
her being beaten down under the horse’s 
hoofs and crushed beneath the wagon wheels, 
the swift and unchecked flight of the man re- 
sponsible for the accident and hig easy 
escape from detection, all marked 
yesterday’s occurrence as they had 
marked the killing of Miss Tovell. 
Providentially thie vietim of yesterday’s oc- 
currence was not entangled among the wheels 
that passed. over her. She was only left 
senseless on the street, with one limb broken 
and her body bruised by the blows of the 
hoofs and whirling wheels beneath which she 
passed one dreadful moment. 

STRANGE COINCIDENCES. 

Strange to say, also, the accident happened 
on the exact scene of the Tovell tragedy,viz., 
at the corner of Grand and Wash 
ington avenues. Stranger still, it was 
Dy a spring-wagon, answering the 
description of the fatal tumbril’’ under 
which Augusta Tovell was dragged to death, 
that the victim of yesterday’s affair was run 
over and crushed. Strange, again, the acci- 
dent of yesterday was the second of its kind 
that has happened in that very neighborhood 
within the past week; the third of a series of 
which the first struck horror to halfa mil- 
lion souls. 

YESTERDAY'S VICTIM. 

Yesterday’s victim was Miss Helen Field, a 
young lady living with her family at 2744 
Lucas avenue. The accident that resulted in 
her being conveyed home with a broken limb 
and bruised face and body happened between 
8and 4o’clock in the afternoon. There was 
no excuse of darkness or twilight to shield 
the man who is responsible forit. There is 
also but little excuse for his having been 
allowed to escape after running down 
a woman on a public thorougtifare 
by his criminal driving. Miss Field 
was accompanied by a young lady companion, 
Miss Mabel Slayback, and the two were on 
their way to the former’s home, having been 
calling west of Grand avenue. Arrived at 
the corner of Grand and Washington avenues 
they stepped from the sidewalk to the street. 
Just as they did so Miss Slayback dropped a 
nickel which she held in hand. She stooped 
to pick itupand Miss Field went past her, 
looking back at her companion as she did so. 

Coming down Grand avenue at a furious 
pace was a horse attached to a light spring 
wagon and driven by a man who must have 
seen the two ladies directly in his path. As 
Miss Field turned towards Miss Slayback the 
galloping horse struck her. She was hurled 
to the ground under the horse’s feet, one ter- 
ror-stricken scream piercing the air as she 
fell. Horse and wagon passedover her. The 
tactics of the slayers of Miss Tovell were re- 
peated to the letter. As soon as the man saw 
the young lady struck down, heard her 
scream and felt the wagon wheels rise 
and rebound over her he 
turned his head from the picture 
of what to all appearances was a tragedy, 
laid the whip on his horse with frightened 
desperation, and urged the animal at break- 
neck speed away from the scene. He escaped, 
although the accident was witnessed by sey- 
eral, just as Miss Tovell’s slayers escaped. 

Miss Field was unconscious when her com- 
panion sprang to her side as the wagon 
whirled past. Help was summoned at once, 
and the young lady was taken home immed- 
lately. The physician summohed to her bed- 
side found that one limb was broken, which 
he promptly setin a plaster-of-paris cast. 
She has other injuries, but none so serious as 
the broken limb, while the nervous 2 
has greatly ted her. 

ANOTHER ACCIDENT. 

The mother of the young lady took steps to 
discover the identity of the man responsibie 
for her daughter’s injuries. She failed to 
locate him, but in her search heard of an- 
other accident in the same locality. It ap-

Richard Edward Craycraft’s Infatua- 
tion Wrecks Two Homes. 


THE ELOPEMENT OF A FALSE HUSBAND 
AND A FAITHLESS WIFE. 


The Abandoned Wife Makes Application 
for a Warrant on the Advice of the 
Deserted Husband—Mary Getty Marries 
the Man She Loves Despite Parental 
Opposition—No Blessing. 


Application for a warrant for wife abandon- 
ment, made this morning at the office of As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep, brought 
to light a sad tale of domestic infelicity with 
the almost inevitable end. The complainant, 
a middle-aged woman with a care-worn ex 
pression on her sad face, gave her name as 
Mrs. Rosa Craycraft. She desired the arrest 
of her husband, Richard Edward Craycraft, 
and told her story amidst sobs of distress. 

It seems that ten years ago the couple mar- 
ried in this city. At that time Cracraft was 
at work at his trade, that of a machinst, and 
made for his wifea good living. Five childa- 
ren, all girls and ranging in age from 10 years 
to 14 months, have been borntothem. Seven 
years ago Craycraft became dissatisfied with 
his lot, and withthe little money he had 
saved, purchased a saloon atthe corner of 
Eighth and Locust streets. Since that time 
he has deen irregularly engaged in thé sa- 
loon business, both asa proprietor and as a 
bar-tender. For a while he was on Cass 
avenue and later owned a bar at Second and 
President streets. 

HE LOVED ANOTHER. 

According to her own statement, Mrs. Oray- 
craft discovered almost five years ago that 
her husband was unusually fond of the socie- 
ty of Mrs. Mary Weidman. The latter was 
the wife of Charles Weidman, a saddler living 
at California avenue and Chippewa 
street. The neighbors circulated stories 
connecting the names of the two, 
and more than a year ago Mrs. 
Craycraft went tothe saddler’s residence and 
caught her husband in Mrs. Weidman’s 
apartments. Even then she tried to win back 
his affection, and obtained from him the 
most solemn promises of reformation. But 
it was only fora few months. For more than 
12 year Craycraft has kept his wife and chil- 
\ dren at 8315 South Seventh street, he rooming 
at his saloon, at Second and President streets. 
Mrs. Craycraft soon learned that her faith- 
less husband was again often in the company 
of Mrs. Weldman, but her reproaches and 
entreaties were of no avail. 

On Feb. 27, Craycraft’s saloon was closed 
by the United States authorities on account 
of the non-payment of the Government 
license. Craycraft then returned to live 
with his wife on South Seventh street, but 
seemed ill at ease and made no attempt 
to conciliate the woman he had 
so fearfully wronged. On the morning ofthe 
26th inst. he left the house, and did not re- 
turn. He had said no farewells yethis wife 
suspected his intentions,and the same day 
made inquries which fully realized her utter- 
most fears. Mrs. Weidman was also gone. 
She had disappeared from home that morn- 
ing leaving her two small children behind. 
Said Mrs. Oraycraft: 

It was a frightful shock to me, even 
though I knew of the attachment and more 
than haif expected such an end, I was a 
true wife to that man, but I rue the day I 
married him. Tuesday morning I went to 
see Mr. Weidman. He told me his wife was 
gone, but refused to do anything whatever to 
intercept her in her flight, saying that she 
had made her bed and had to lie in it. He 
told me, however, that my husband 
ought to made to support 
my children, and I acted on his 
suggestion when I reported this matter to 
the authorities. I think my husband re- 
mained in St. Louis until Sunday, but have no 
idea which way he has gone. He left me 

utely nothing. My rent is almost due

A HARVEST OF DEATH. 


ALARMING RAVAGES OF LA GRIPPE AT 
CHICAGO. 


> The Weekly Death Roll Unprecedented in 


the History of the OGity~What the 
Health Commissioner Says of It-The 
Pest at Other Points. 


Cuicaco, III., March 81.—There were 200 
deaths reported atthe health office yester- 
day. The grip, pneumonia and kindred 
diseases were the principal causes. It was 
one of the largest records for a single day the 
office has ever received. The grip and com- 
plication of grip and pneumonia are ap- 
parently becoming more prevalent. From 
Saturday noon until last evening there were 
ninety deaths reported from those causes. 

AN ALARMING DEATH ROLL. 

Registrar Tomlinson’s mortuary report for 
last week places the number of deaths at 934, 
against 604 the preceding Week. Of this enor- 
mous number 700 are directly attributed to 
grip and nearly all the acute lung diseases in- 
directly. 

Commissioner Wickersham, while deplor- 
ing the terrible mortality, derives comfort 
from the fact that the number of fevers and 
septic diseases, commonly Called ‘‘filth dis- 
eases,’ have fallen toa point very near the 
minimum of this city. 

CAUSE OF THE CALAMITY. 

Continuing, the Commissioner said: ‘‘The 
weather accounts wholly and entirely for the 
great death rate. It is unprecedented and 
almost ixexplicable. it has attracted the 
attention of the whole country, and I am 
Gaily in receipt of letters remarking the 
strange disparity between lung and chest 
diseases and febrile zymotic complaints. To 
my mind there is but one explanation, 
namely, that owing to the open and variable 
weather of the past winter the vitality of our 
feeble people at both ends of Ute 
and of susceptible constitutions has been so 
weakened and undermined that the invidious 
influenza is more than they can stand. There 
is nothing which this department can do 
more than has been done. If it wers an epi- 
demic of scarlet fever we might do much, but 
chest diseases are beyond our reach. I can- 
not forecast the record of the coming week. 
Unless the weather improves there is little 
re that the death rate will dim- 

sh.“ 


AT GOSHEN, IND. 

GOSHEN, Ind., March 31.—The grip has been 
doing deadly work here in the past week and 
the physicians are entirely at loss for means 
to cope with it. The disease has confined 
itself mainly to people of advanced age and 
the fatality has, in consequence, been very 
great.

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WASHINGTON NEWS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 81.—There are 
indications that a change will soon be made 
in the head of the Indian Bureau, that is, if 
the Secretary of the Interior proposes to 
have a subordinate who is in harmony 
with his own policy of conducting 
Indian affairs. In the last few days there 
has been some talk among parties in the In- 


. dian Bureau to the effect that Commissioner 


Morgan will resign and that the present As- 
sistant Commissioner R. V. Belt, will be 
recomended for promotion to the vacancy by 
Secretary Noble. Mr. Belt is a prac- 
tical business man who was prom- 
inently identified with the Secretary’s 
branch of the Indian service up to the time of 
his being promoted tothe office of Assistant 
Commissioner. He understands the Indians 
and their cause thoroughly. He has ¥isited 
the various Indian reservations and handled 
many of the perplexing questions under for- 

mer administrations. He ts a near relative of 
ex-Secretary Kirkwood of Iowa. A Missou- 

rian who has applied fora special agency in 
the service was quick to learn that Commis - 
sioner Morgan’s indorsement did not aid 
him materially with the Secretary a few days 
ago.

In 
the counterfeit the word ‘‘two’’ is simi- 
larly engraved the same number of times, 
but in two cases the counterfeit has made the 
letters read ot. But this mistake is not 
visible without the use ofa glass. The entire 
circulation ofthe genuine may have to be 
called in, as was done with a $5 National 
dank note successfully counterfeited a few 
years ago.

Scenes at the Spring Opening of the Straus

The north side of Olive street, between

THE TACK TRUST. 


The Leading Manufacturers Have Not Yet 
Made a Combination. 

New York, March 81.—Renewed reports 
have been sent from Taunton, Mass., ofa 
combination practically completed by: five of 
the leading tack manufacturers of New En- 
gland, including Dunbar, Hobart & Co. of 
Abington, the American Tack Co. of Fair- 
haven, Loving & Parks of Plymouth and A. 
Field & Sons and the Taunton Tack Co., both 
of Taunton. There have been rumors of such 
a combination for the last eight or nine 
months, and negotiation has been in prog- 
ress looking tothatend. About four months 
ago it was thought that something had been 
accomplished in this direction, but there 
were difficulties in the way which were not 
overcome at the time. 

Now, according to these reports, the way 
has been practically cleared for a combina- 
tion by which the five concerns named are to 
be united in a corporation, whereby a great 
saving can be effected in the cost of produc- 
tion, and the number of stores and agencies 
now maintained by the separate firms can 
be largely reduced. There has been a sharp 
competition and heavy cutting of prices 
among the tack manufacturers, and such a 
combination-would result in remedying this 
to some degree. 

But most of the New Engiand tack manu- 
facturers mentioned who have omces in New 
York deny that any such arrangements 
as are described have been com- 
pleted, and say that if . they have 
been they have heard nothing of them. 
Albert Field of A. Field & Sons ts one of these.

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 81.—Col. E. H. 
Ernest, Superintendent of Public Buildings 
and Grounds in this city, and also a member 
of the Mississippi River Commission, has just

New York, March 1.—H..A, Bernard was 
until a few weeks ago a ce commission 
merchant at No. 1480 Court street, Cincinnati. 
Incidently he ran a small faro bank in which 
young boys were enticed to play. In connec- 
tion with these two businesses there is said to 
have been a .third—that of enticing young 
girls into his place. Bernard was married to 
a young Cincinnati woman a few years ago 
but within the past two years she died. He 
had caused her much shame and misery, 
it is said, on account of his conduct 
with a certain Maud Quinn, who lived 
at 10¢ Thirteenth street in.Cincinnati with 
her widowed mother and who was Bernard’s 
book-keeper. For many months Bernard 
has been under the suspicion of the Cincin- 
nati Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Ohildren and Animals. Its Secretary, Mr. 
Erastus Barnham, has had him watched. 
Little girls were seen toenter his place. A 
point of observation was obtained through a 
skylight in the topof the back part of his 
store. Among the little girls who frequented 
the place were two children from a family 
named Davis, one named Kemellus, one 
named Ward, one named White, another 
named Clemens, one named Grant 
and one named Packham and 
two Quinn children, younger sister 
of Maud Quinn, Bernard’s book-keeper. None 
of these children were over 14, and most of 
them were much younger. The Clemens 
child had bee seen under suspicious circ um- 
stances through the skylight. The Quinn 
children were known to have passed several 
nights in Bernard’s bed-room. The‘father of 
one of the Davis girl, missed her from home 
one evening, and went to Bernard’s room for 
her. Bernard at first refused to open the 
door, but afterward let the father in and al- 
lowed him to take the child away, after 
quieting him in some way unknown. 

BERNARD'S APPEARANCE. 

The authorities could get nothing definite 
against Bernard. He was a hang-dog looking 
fellow, with dark-brown mustache and dark 
hair. He was about 6 feet 7 inches tall and 
80 years old. He was known to have fol- 
lowed the races, tohave been acircus fakir 
and general confidence mah. But when the 
parents of the children were questioned 
they would have nothing to say. The 
children themselves all denied that anything 
wrong had happened. Early in March, Sec- 
retary Barnham found that the two Quinn 
girls whose names are Lottie and Carrie, 
and who are Mand 10 respectively, were 
coming to New York with Bernard. Later, 
he learned that they had gone with him and 
they wereata house with furnished rooms 
to let at 836 West Thirty-first street. It has 
since been learned that Bernard arrived in 
New York on March F, with Lottie 
Quinn and Edith Packham. They 
went to Smith & McNelis’ Hotel 
and the next day they got rooms at 867 West 
Thirty-first street, which is run by Mrs. Car- 
ter, Who also manages 836, where the girls 
were supposed to have gone. Bernard reg- 
istered at Smith & McNelis’ under his own 
name, and registered the girls under his 
name also. He told Mrs. Carter that the girls 
were his adopted daughters. She says that 
they took two rooms at $6 a week and that she 
knew nothing wrong, On March 10 Bernard 
got word from Cincinnati that his commis- 
sion house had burned and went back there, 
leaving the two girls here. While he was 
gone, on March 21, there was a grand row in 
the furnished rooms. Edith Packham had 
been living in Cincinnati with her mother, 
who was divorced from her father. When the 
mother, who is housekeeper for a Mr. Barnes 
in West Seventh street, heard that her 
daughter had gone with Bernard she was 
much affected. Later, however, she got 
bravely over it. When Mr. Packham, who 
lives in Baltimore, heard about his daughter 
he. hurried to New York and going to the fur- 
nished rooms found her and took her with 
him to Baltimore. On Sunday, March 22, 
Bernard returned from Cincinnati. He had 
$775 insurance with bim and a girl to take the 
place of Edith Packham. This girl was Carrie 
Quinn, aged 10, and sister toLottie. He came 
on with two sporting friends of his, George 
Fish and Frank Herman. The three intended 
to start a book- making m, of which Fish 
was to have been cashier at a Fish 
and Herman went to Smith & McNells’ and 
are still there. 

RESCUED THE CHILDREN. 

Supt. Jenkins of Mr. Gerry’s society got a 
letter the day after their arrival from Secre- 
tary Barnham. Within an hour, or at 9:00 
o’clock, Agent Wilson of the Society had 
found the girlsand had taken them to the 
society room. Bernard followed him and pro- 
tested to Jenkins that the girls were his adop- 
ted daughters and were in New York with 
the consent of their mother. The girls said 
that this was true and that nothing evil had 
been done tothem by Bernard. They were 
small for their age, not at all pretty, looking 
even younger in form than they really are, 
and were dressed poorly. When they were 
taken before Justice Ford, he held them to 
await advices from Cincinnati. In the evening 
of the Same day Mr. Gerry personally ques- 
tioned Bernard, who was bold and deflant and 
demanded the girls back. Mr. Gerry found 
that he had no legal right tothem. Last 
Friday morning Mrs. Quinn and her daughter 
Maud appeared at the rooms of the Gerry So- 
clety and Mrs. Quinn demanded the children. 
She said she and her daughter had arrived 
the evening before in answer toa dispatch 
from: Frank Herman and that she was pre- 
pared to take the children back. She said 
Bernard was allright, but that she would 
not let him have the children again. Supt. 
Jenkins was suspicious and took every pre- 
caution to see that she started back 
to Cincinnati. The tickets were bought 
for her. 


A large number of the Suinday-school su- 
perintendents and teachers met at Bowman 
Hall, 150 Lucas place, last evening, it being 
the regular monthly meeting of the union.

Wolfe, Rev. G. Bussman and others. On 
motion, the report of the committee was 
accepted and the committee discharged. It 
was then decided that the matter of house to 
house visitation should be vigorously prose- 

cuted during the spring, and the tollowing 
committee was appointed to arrange for the 
matter: Moses Greenwood, J. A. Field, Rev. 

A. H. Miller and W. K. Roth. 

The subject of the annual May Festival was 
then taken up. J. W. Meoanne, Secretary of 
the May Festival Committee, was called upon 
for a report of the Committee of Seventy and 
gave an outline of the works Moses Green- 
woc. Secretary of the Programme Commit- 
tee, reported for that committee. They had 
decided upon a grand parade on Grand ave- 
nue, to be reviewed by the Governor of the 
State, Mayor of the city, ministers and other 
invited guests. They recommend that an 
abundance of banners and mottoes be carried 
in the parade and plenty of music; day fire- 
works morning and evening, with only one 
song service be given, with a request that 
schools arrange for special picnics, as more 
attention will be given this year to amuse- 
ments and picnics than heretofore. 

A special new feature of the p me 
was suggested by President McOlain, that 
they arrange a ‘‘Panorama of Nations,’’ 
the idea being to select ten or twelve princi- 
pal nations to which missionaries are sent, 
and show their home life and surroundings 
by dressing the children in costumes of the 
nations. 

I. H. Orr, chairman of this committee, has 
already been assigned China and Japan. Oth- 
er schools are requested to make applications 
at once for such nations as they wish to rep- 
resent. Mr. Orr stated that it would be an 
education to any school to study up this 
question ,endegvoring to represent nations. 
It would dercn be beneficial in the mis- 
sionary work to have such representation. 

Another feature suggested was representa- 
tion of the tabernacle, as there will ample 
space on the Fair Ground to represent one of 
full size. It is intended to have characters 
that take part dressed to represent the na- 
tions and priests, etc. Other interesting 
features are under consideration and will be 
added at a subsequent meeting of the Pro- 
gramme Committee. 

The matter of badges or medals to be sold 
or given to pupils has been referred to a 
committee, of which L. F. Lindsay is Chair- 
man, and it is expected something will be 
given out to commemorate the occasion.

This morning, at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Public Improvements, a communi- 
cation from the City Counselor was read and 
put on record without a word of comment. It 
was an opinion on the electric light question, 
which leaves the Board of Public Improve- 
ments all at sea, and gives the electric light 
companies a grip on the city which they will 
use to their own advantage. : 

For six months past the board has been or- 
dering the company to put uparc lights at 
various points in the city where they were bad- 
ly wanted, and for six months the Municipal 
Electric Light Co. has been receiving the or- 
ders and ignoring them completely. The 
board has used every means in its power to 
induce the company to put up the, lights, 
which now number over 200, without avail. 
Finally it was de ided that the only 
way to bring the company to 
time was to withhold some of their 
payments until they put up the lights. It was 
a question whether or not the board had the 
right to impose fines or penalties for failure 
to put up lights, and the matter was referred 
to City Counsellor Bell for an opinion. The 
opinion as read inthe board meeting this 
morning was as follows:

This opinion settles the matter asfar as 
any action on the part of the city is eon - 
cerned. Lights can be ordered v any quan- 
tity, and then the contractors can suit them- 
selves about putting them up. The fact 
is that the Municipal Co. loses money 
every time it puts up a new light 
and is rather anxious to have the city. take 
the aggressive and cancel the contracts, 60 
that better terms can be obtained under new 
contracts. So far the city has seen fit to re- 
main passive and submit to the impositions 
of the company, fearing to lose the only good 
bargain itever made. 

The members ofthe Board chafed a little 
this morning under the enforced submission, 
and are now studying how they can find a 
way to get out of the difficulty. 


Inspecting City Institutions. 

Park Commissioner Klemm, in accordance 
with the instructions from the board, has 
made a tour of inspection to learn the sani- 
tary condition of the various city institutions. 
The resolution of the board appointing Mr. 
Klemma committee of one to make the in- 
spection was passed last Friday. The same 
afternoon Mr. Klemm went to the dispensary 
and had himself vaccinated. Yesterday he 
made his tour, takingin on his rounds the 
Work-House. He reports this morning that 
the sanitary condition of all the institutions 
is good, and that he has no remedies to sug- 
gest. He adiis that the health authorities 
have done all that was possible to insure the 
patients and inmates from contagion.

France was in peril, he was able to give this 
country the benefit of his experience. 

He followed with interest the prepara- 
tions for war between Franceand Germany: 
he knew the capabilities of French soldiers, 
their heroism on the field of battle, and his 
numerous diplomatic relations gave him the 
means of understanding the respective 
forces of the two belligerents. 

At the military club of Dublin where Mac- 
Adaras met his brotherjofficers, he an- 
nounced his fearsfor the safety of France 
in the coming crisis, and suggested that as 
England had her n i. 
Ireland should show her sympathy by - 
inga regiment, composed entirely of vol- 
unteers. 

After the discussion of many plans Mac- 
Adaras said: 

1 have thought of a plan upon which we 
all can agree; by this plan we shall be en- 
tirely independent. Let us attack the North 
Sea coast and carry war into the heart of 
Prussia. Germany now sends all her bdat- 
talions to the left bank of the Rhine, but 
when we attack a portion of the army must 
be recalled to defend the interior. 

MacAdaras came to Paris in order to nego- 
tiate with the War Minister. M. de Montau- 
ban, Comte de Palikao, held that position, 
and he received the young MacAdaras with 
cordiality. 

Mou come undoubtedly as auxiliary to the 
French army, said Comte de Palikao. 

Better than that, replied MacAdaras, 
**I come to offer au army to France.“ 

Surprised by this unexpected proposition, 
the War Minister drew up his chair and said: 

„Ahl and how, may I ask?’’ 

The young officer then related with enthu- 
siasm the plan made by himself and friends, 
and the Minister listened with great interest. 
MacAdaras was to recruit 10,000 Irishmen who 
were to receive a few dollars bounty and very 
modest pay. 


Comte de Palikao shook MacAdaras warmly | 


by the hand, and said: 

Let me thank you in my country’s name 
for this generous idea. I accept, and my 
country will be proud to have inspired such 
devotion.’’ 

The next day MacAdaras signed a treaty by 
which the French Government made him 
commander of the Irish corps and atthe 
same time a brevet brigadter- general. 

Thanks to the great wealth of Gen. Mac- 
Adaras, the difficulties were supposed to be 
few; he was to advance all necessary money, 
and the men were to be sentin detachments 
to various French Channel ports. His friends 
refused to share any of the expense, but Gen. 
Mac Adaras felt more love for France than 
for his fortune. He engaged 5,000 men; and 


‘| all were ready for departure when came the 


news of Sedan and the revolution of Sept. 4. 

In spite of the fact that a price was upon 
his head MacAdaras disguised himself and 
crossed the Channel ina fishing boat. Three 
days after his departure he landed in Havre, 
having fisked his life in the service of 
France. 

The General is now a naturalized French- 
man, and was not long ago made Deputy 
from Sistaron. 

Not the least interesting fact about Gen. 
MacAdaras is that his wife is an American, 
from St. Louis, Mo. In that city the Mac- 
Adaras Flats“ are noted. 

Both Gen. and Mrs. MacAdaras are very 
popular in Parisian society, and last week the 
General gave a dinner to forty distinguished 
officers and statesmen. The salon of Mrs. 
MacAdaras will not be opened this spring, 
because she will sail for America early in 
April.

No there is one important thing that the 
fighting rules omit and that is the age at 
which a champion pugilist should be relegated 
to the retired list. Fighters are, iu a measure, 
like race horses. The severe training they 
must undergo each time they are matched to 
fight tells upon their constitutions and draws 
immeasurably from their vitality. Horses of 
sound limb and body that have escaped acci- 
dents are generally retired from the turf 
after five years’ service. 

„Men, for instance, like Sullivan and 
Dempsey, who have hal many hard courses 

of training, cannot last forever, as some peo- 
ple suppose, just because these fighters may 
be possessed of allthe outward appearances 
of men who are physically qualified to defend 
their hard-earned titles as against a younger
